I really enjoyed the wimmins issue of 
MRR which just came out last month. My 
favourite article was the DC section in 
which some of the men, & a group of wom- 
min were asked the same questions & 
then later compared answers. It really 
struck me how the wimmin were quick to 
make characteristic distinctions bet¬ 
ween wimmin & men, & how hesitant the 
men were to admit any differences at 
all. It seems as though the men were 
put in a trap- they knew their answers 
could be judged as "typical" or "a-typ- 
ical" male by all the "liberated-femin- 


ist wimmin" reading the issue & so it 
seemed that they gave the answers they 
thought the wimmin would want to hear. 

I realised how easy it is for wimmin 
to call men sexist & for a man striving 
to rid himself & others of sexism this 
cam be very discouraging. I also real¬ 
ised how hard it is for a man to call a 
wimmin sexist without being accused of 
"not understanding wimmin", putting 
rlown one of societys' "victims", or ev¬ 
en being called sexist back. Why is 
there this double-standard? Isn't that 
sexist in itself? 

I'm not saying that alot of men, even 
in "politically correct" circles aren't 
sexist, most are, I'm just saying that 
most wimmin are too, & we need to recog¬ 
nise this & work on both sexes getting 
out of societys traditional roles & cha¬ 
racteristics.

ORGANISATION 

The amount of work put into the Gath¬ 
ering was staggering, considering 
lunch 8c dinners (supplied free), accom¬ 
odation, the 63 workshops in 2 days, 
banquet on the first day, 2 gigs on 
Saturday night, Networking day in.Alex¬ 
andra park, films, Anarchist poster, 
show, all organised in a non-hierar- 
chal way- demonstrating how something 
on this large of a scale can be manage 
ed by anarchists, & done very well*. 



Although I myself was only in Tor¬ 
onto for about 2 weeks, it did seem 
like the Toronto anarchist/anti-auth- 
oritarian community had been connect¬ 
ed 8c made stronger as a result of the 
Gathering, but time will tell if the 
bonds can remain. 

The diversity of the N. American an¬ 
archist movement (& I suppose as a 
whole), to me, is both it’s strength & 
its major weakness. The diversity ex¬ 
ists in both forms of anarchism &, to 
a certain extent, lifestyles of anarch¬ 
ists themselves. The forms of anarch¬ 
ism, such as anarcho-spidicalism, ecol¬ 
ogical anarchists, anti-technology, an¬ 
arch o-communists etc. have proved to 
be a major division. For example, gen¬ 
erally speaking, anarcho-syndicalists 
see a society based much more on an. 
industrial worker-controlled situation 
while ecologists & anti-technologists 
see this as moreof a danger to earth & 
individual freedom. This is very gen¬ 
eral 8c simplistic but I think it point 
out some major difference in anarchist 
theory & approach. 

So at the Gathering it was indeed in¬ 
teresting to see 800 anarchists co-op¬ 
erating 8c inter-acting. Segments of 
the counter-culture were well represen¬ 
ted, with many hippies, punks, gay ana¬ 
rchists, feminists (excuse all the 
labels), & this brings us back to life¬ 
styles. These cultural groups are v?.? 
very oppressed 8c spat upon by main¬ 
stream society, which is conditioned 
to despise all non-comformity, yet in 
this anarchist community these groups 
are accepted, respected, & welcomed. 
(One thing is importantly missing; 
more racial groups« Why was almost 
the whole Gathering young & white? 

The peoples of colour are much more 
the targets of the racist government 
system... ). As I said before, this 
diversity & respect for different cult¬ 
ural groups, minority's etc. is one of 
Anarchisms strongest points. I say 
this because I myself saw this, felt 
this, & Ibelieve it was the strongest 
arguement for anarchism... that of 
individual freedom yet a sense of res- 
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FRI. JULY 1st 

Friday morning was a general meeting 
at the 519 Church st. Community centre. 
Some Trotskyists attempting to sell 
literature were dealt with fairly 
quickly after a bit of discussion, as 
well as a few media-types. The Toron¬ 
to Anarchists had purposedly kept a 
distance from the media as we all know 
their "odd? habit of distorting every¬ 
thing they report'. This distrust of 
the media wasn't helped with articles 
like " 15 , 000 ... white supremists... 
neo-nazis... " to be attending. React¬ 
ionary articles designed to stimulate 
fear & hatred of the Anarchist commun¬ 
ity. 

After the meeting people went off to 
workshops or just meet people. Over 
63 workshops went on during the first 
2 days,on subjects like; Anarchy in 
Greece, squatting, ecology, National 
liberation struggles, anarcha-feminism 
technology, racism, dumpster diving, 
CSIS etc. Few of the workshops were 
actual lectures, most were discussions 
sharing opinions or experiences. 

In the evening was the banquet, and 
the first police hassles. 2 Americans 
were arrested for "Entering the count¬ 
ry under False Pretenses", meaning 
they didn't tell the border guards 
they were heading for the Gathering, & 
whethter or not they did was unimport¬ 
ant as the people were held all week¬ 
end & missed the Gathering. Counter¬ 
measures were quickly taken & no more 
bogus arrests were made. 

SAT. JULY 2nd 

More workshops & I missed the ones I 
really wanted to see as I slept in. 

In the evening was the gigs- MDC, 
Scream, Fail-safe, PLO, Mr. T Exper¬ 
ience, & another band I can’t remember. 
This was such an excellent gig, all 
the bands were -great, & MDC played all 
their great stuff like "John Wayne was 
a Nazi", "Business On Parade", "No 
More Cops", fucking great*. The whole 
gig was fun & had a really cool atmos¬ 
phere. At another venue the Lay-About 
s reportedly played an excellent gig 










KOPS IN KONTROL? 

(Fun-fact #1- some kops at 52 division 
are ex-members of the Royal Ulster Con¬ 
stabulary, the bloody kops in N. Ire¬ 
land. Fun-fact #2- 52 division has 
been investigated by Amnesty Internat¬ 
ional for beatings & torture.) 

During the actual protest it may have 
seemed like the police were in control, 
but on closer examination it*s obvious 
how fucked up they were. This is clear 
for 2 reasons 1) we had no pre-planned 
route, so the kops couldn’t predict 
where we'd go or what we'd do, it was 
totally spontaneous, & 2) the kops 
were constantly reacting to what we did. 
This was obviously a situation which 
these kops were unfamiliar with. One 
thing the kops did do was prevent us fr¬ 
om attacking our real targets-corporat- 
ions, capitalism, consumer society etc. 
If anything the police instigated more 
of the violence in their attempts to 
protect property. Despite this a few 
thousand dollars worth of property dam¬ 
age was inflicted. 

In one newspaper account a kop said 
"Usually they go limp, we pick them up 
& take them away. This is definately 
new- running in the streets", & another 
said "We can’t pen them in, this is 
like Europe". Not quite like Europe, 
but you get the point. When I was at 
the 52 Division Hqs, I listened in on 
many radio conversations & kops discuss¬ 
ing the days actions, & through the rad¬ 
io one officer reported "They’re head¬ 
ing up such-and-such a streetto which 
one kop replied "Why don't we just let 
them have the whole damn city?*,& the 
other kop said "We already have." 

The kops use of "snatch-squads" was 
also quite interesting. About 4-5 kops 
would rush in on a pre-selected protest¬ 
er & tackle him/her. This was often 
done at intersections where the crowd 
would be effectively thinned out, mak¬ 
ing it easier to grab someone. Perhaps 
an article on police tactics in situat¬ 
ions like this will be done in future 
issues? 

CONCLUSION 

How much positive affect the DOA had 
is hard to say. In a sense it's much 
like any anarchist paper, leaflet, 
book etc. as it is in itself a critisc- 
ism of the state, an attack against its 
institutions, a loud voice raised in 
protest. Perhaps it will stimulate 
some people to think more by themselves 
& also critically of the state, but how 


as well & everyone had gobs of fun, so 
that's cool, right? 

SUN. JULY 3rd 

This was a day of Networking in Alex¬ 
andra park, where groups involved in 
Anarchist Black Cross or ALF work etc. 
could get together. Bands & musicians 
& poets played/performed through-out 
the day, with lots of Kops patrolling 
through the park. 

MON. JULY 4th DAY OF ACTION 

Originally the DOA was intended as a 
general protest against many state in¬ 
stitutions, corporations & other scum 
who attempt & make our lives nothing 
more than numbers & dollars, but on 
Sunday the US shot down an Iranian air¬ 
liner killing 290 people, & this obvio¬ 
usly made people very angry’. We gath¬ 
ered outside theUS consulate at 12 
noon & as I arrived I noticed the 
heavy police presence. After demonst¬ 
rating outside the Consulate we began 
moving down the street & were corrall¬ 
ed into a tight barricade that kept us 
on the side-walk. Graffiti was left 
everywhere as we moved on & crossed 
the road. The media began posing a 
problem as they began blatantly film¬ 
ing peoples faces & getting in the way. 
We stopped at a S. African war memor¬ 
ial where a nazi flag, a US flag, & 
then the black flag of Anarchy were 
torched. The militancy & anger of the 


protest grew & we quickly took to the 
streets, laughing & yelling "No War, 

No KKK, No Fascist USA". Soon the Kop 
s made their first charge, lunging in 
with horses & night-sticks, & from / '* 
here on it became like a running st¬ 
reet-fight through the down town core 
of Toronto. When the Kops moved in to 
arrest people, other people would figh 
t bake &"unarrest" the person. At one 
intersection we started hauling out 
some of the kops own barricades & mov¬ 
ing them up to block the horses, but 
the kops quickly charged us. 

We wandered out of the down-town 
area & some wimmin took off their tops 
in defiance of the ridiculously sexist 
Public indecency" laws which forbids 
wimmin from exposing their chests but 
allows men to. Some more people were 
arrested & we moved on, making-our way 
to Queens Park. At this point the fun 
ended for me as I was arrested for all¬ 
egedly "Assault" on a reporter, haha'. 
Everyone stopped in Queens park. The 
kops were growing in numbers, Ontario 
Provincial police & the cities "Public 
Order Unit" were called in, so at this 
point the crowd dispersed. About 31 
people were arrested, most on "Assault 
Police" or "Assault". The brutality 
of the police was no surprise, just as 
it was no surprise that 6 of the bast- 
ardd were injured & 3 sent to the Hosp¬ 
ital! 
































many? Will more of society just think 
Anarchists are violent & stupid (now 
that this reminds them we’re still here 
)? I don't really know, but there’s 
only so much reading & writing one can 
do, & besides it was a lot of fun’. The 
Toronto Anarchist Gathering was very 
succesful in my mind... can't wait for 
next years Gathering in San Francisco’.

Sunday June 19 about 2000 
people showed up for the Popular 
Summit, an event planned to counter 
the Economic Summit happening at 
the same time. After many long and 
mostly tedious speeches at a rally at 
Queen’s Park, people took to the 
streets in what they had been told (by 
police) was an illegal march. We 
marched down University Ave. to 
Dundas st, where we encountered a 
massive police barricade, shoulder to 
shoulder hit squads of filth, and heli¬ 
copters flying low over the crowd. 
Snipers were also spotted on a nearby 
roof. About 100 people sat down, 
blocking the intersection. Some 
massed at the barricades, while still 



( 


others milled about, drumming, chant¬ 
ing, singing, etc. 

During the three or so hours we 
held the streets, a bonfire was started 
in the middle of the intersection upon 
which were hurled flags, eff igies of the 
G-7, and finally three newspaper 
boxes from USA Today and the Wall 
Street Journal. Spirits were high. 
Many people went over the barricades 
to their arrests, while others dis¬ 
mantled the barricades and threw one 
on the fire. A group of about 75 people, 
mostly anarchists, left the march near 
the end and headed back up Univer¬ 
sity, avoiding the inevitable sweep by 
police which was carried out shortly 


afterwards, resulting in the nearly 150 arrests of those who 


remained. 

The attitudes of anarchists towards the anti-summit 
protests were varied. Protesting these seven leaders is 
somewhat of a red herring, seeing as it’s not just these 
seven who are a problem, but all leaders and capitalism 
itself. But many anarchists came out to support the day’s 
actions because the issue turned from one of protesting the 
leaders to one of reclaiming the streets of our city, which 
have been blocked off for us for the length of the summit.

What do you think the use of band i n¬ 

terview's actually is? JerjWell, most 
of them, very little I should think. 

I don't see why bands, just because 
they can play an instrument are nec¬ 
essarily more politically aware than 
anyone else. Fanzine writers deserve 
intr'vws just as much. ES;(Gored); 
Sometimes it's good to find out what 
bands are really off on their whole 
ideas & that. And it’s really not 
worth supporting bands if you're in 
total disagreement with everything 
they're talking about... Pat ; The 
reason a zine does a bandis because 
a) it sells the zine,b) it's a big 
space filler, & c) the whole point of 
the zine being created is part of the 
'scene',as it might be called, and 
bands form an integral part of that. 
To most people the band is it, so ob¬ 
viously the first thing a persons 
going to turn to if they're doing a 
zine is bands. Also, when someone 
starts a zine they tend to copy every 
one elses. Jer ; It gets to a point 
where it gets repetitive & people get 
fed up with it & move on to other 
things. They get fed up with the 
bands, the zines, the whole scene, 
the fact that nothings changed for 4 
years. 

ES (Grd) i What do you prefer talk 
Ing about in an interview? If I 
tried talking to Perjury about music 

they’d start getting rude, I've seen 

a couple of intrvw's... Pat; Yeah, 

well this is because Perjury can't 
play (laughter). ES(Grd);Hearing you 
talk about the music you seem to take 

it very soriously.., Jer;Well. the 

music is a vehicle for your ideas & 
if you want to get your ideas across 
you'll have to play moderately decent 
music... Pat ;We are a band believe it 
or not., and I suppose that's why you 
are interviewing us. ES(Grd);I could 
go on the street & intrvw 3 people. 

.it just wouldn't be a band. (Keith): 

You talked about your Philips stereo. 

it's a 'dodgy' thing now,but 4 years 

ago when you bought it you didn't 
know. When you first started were you 

big on the political thing? Jer;Not 

really. We just kind of repeated what 
other bands were saying-nuclear war, 
vivesection, but gradually you form 
your own messages. ES(Keith);Is the 
music you play now something to set 

yourself apart also? Jer; No. it's not 
to be different from slow political 
bands or fast non-political bands... 
it's just the music we like to play. 

ES(Grd);Music is mostly superficial 

it's just like clothing,& maybe you 


have good messages.but you could 

l isten to a folk band & they'll hav 

have good messages. You might hate 

the music but it'sthe same thing. 

So I think the music Ts mostly lr 

relevant, it's just personal taste. 

Pat;But if you like the music in 

first place you're going to be in¬ 
fluenced by the ideas associated 
with that music. If we played 
commercial rock, the political idea 
wouldn't have been there. So peop 
le ask us why we don't play to that 
kind of audience, it's because we 
started with this type of music. 

If we’d started with non-political 
music, then we wouldn't have gotten 
the ideas v/e have. When you first 
start into it you'll find you're 
copying everyone elses ideas, and 
after you’ve been into it for awh¬ 
ile you begin developing your own 
ideas. You're either going to mim¬ 
ic the same old lyrics & be safe, & 
everyone thinks "well, they're al¬ 
right", or else you're gonna try & 
put your own expression into it, & 
possibly go your own way... which 
is. what we're doing, I think. That 
is why there aren't any animal 
rights songs, because in this count¬ 
ry it’s really reached saturation 
point... ES(Grd);You don't think 
you can out any new ideas in Animal 

rights? Pat;Not with the audience 

we've got. If you relate it to the 
Vancouver scene where it isn't a 
big thing, it's a completely differ¬ 
ent thing. I know very,very few 
people that aren't vegetarians, and 
just about every single H.C. band 
in Britain is going to be veg. 

And while someone might be read 
ing your zine might think "oh, I 
haven't seen any anti'war lyrics", 
it's because if you took our basic 
audience & polled them you wouldn't 
find any Right-wing fascists or 
readers of 'Military Technology’ 

(haha-I had just bot a copy of it 
forthe Arms production article this 
issue-Grd). ES(Grd){In the last is- 
ssue I wrote an article,'Preaching 

to the converted', that's what you 

are talking about. Within punk 

there's always new people coming in 

to it . Jer;It's continually regener¬ 
ating, so in a sense if you do have 
typical lyrics you're gonna reach 
someone new eventually. ES(Grd);If 
all the bands decided that singing 

against war etc, was overdone & de¬ 

cided to move on deeper into politic¬ 
al ideas, the new people coming into 
the scene might take the lyrics and 

not really be able to relate to it. 

If you have something basic.antiwar . 

people can see it. I still see a 

use for these lyrics. Jer ;And there 
are plenty of bands still doing that. 
Pat {Most people who get into punk 
are probably going to be listening 
to older records that are anti-war 
etc. Someone who's into pop one day 
isn't going to be into Atavistic - the 
next. That's such a generilization, 
but... Jer ;If you look at alot of 
this new metal/hc stuff,a lot of the 
lyrics are very basic. ES(Grd);A »lot | 
of the supposedly political ideas 

are VERY superficial, they're att 

empting to pick up the HC crowd. 

Jer ;But then again it's possible 

they may pick up a sincerity for 
themselves. Pat;The thing is we do 
not reflect every part of the whole 
punk scene... every band is doing 


their own thing & we're really just br¬ 
anching out.

E3 (Grd ); You 
have a very distinct sound. Jer ;No, I 
don't think so. K S(Grd)7lt 7 s still the 
basic HC style but if someone were to 

put your tape on I could tell it was 

A tavistic. Pat;But we don’t have the 

lyrics of a very fast band. There's a 
rash of very fast bands coming out, 
the faster they are the more generic 
the lyrics are. We're not like the 
band who are more concerned with gett¬ 
ing their lyrics across, so people 
find us perplexing. We're like 2 dif¬ 
ferent bands stuck in one. Jer{With¬ 
out trying to sound too self-important 
we do enjoy our own uniqueness. We do 
not feel pressure from anyone, we just 
write whatever we want. We're not un¬ 
ique in any musical sense. 

‘Pat;I think there’s an audience for 
this kind of thing. There's a great 
deal of people like us who "know all 
the stuff", who pick up a record & do 
not even read the lyrics because they 
know what they're all about. But if 
they know Atavistic, or Chumbawamba 
etc. have lyrics that aren't quite the 
same, they may get something out of it 
rather than someone who isn't so... oh 
this is gonna sound patronizing,,. but 
ideallogically 'down', not so advanced 
in political thought... I know that 
sounds really bad. If you take some¬ 
one who's been involved for awhile 
they're not gonna got anything out of 
some anti-war lyrics... so we’re like 
catering to people like ourselves. 

Jer;Over here there is a kind of 
longevity to the scene, people are in 
it for longer here. We’ve been in it 
for 8-9 years now. H.C. punks who've 
been in it for awhile want something 
new, or else they'll just get fed up & 
move on... ES(Grd);What's the purpose 
of gigs for Atavistic? Obviously no 

one can understand what you're saying, 

you didn't hand out lyrics. Pat ;We do 

but didn’t have any the other night. 
Jer ;The best way we communicate as a 
band is with our product. The idea of 
a gigis tobring people with similiar 
musical tastes & like-minded ideas to¬ 
gether. You can exchange ideas, unfor- 
tuantly over here... ES(Keith )1 The al- 
chohol seems to be a problem. JerjYa, 
the only people you end up speaking to 
is the people who think like you any 
way. ES(Grd);I read this intrvw.and 
they asked,"Do you think punk will

Jer ;But having the money makes us in¬ 
dependant. J ohn ;And for benefit gigs 
we don't have to ask for petrol some¬ 
times, because we don't need the mon¬ 
ey- Pat ;So more money goes to the 
benefit. And we don’t need any guar¬ 
antees... not many bands do but a) it 
makes them more money, Sc b) it makes 
them feel important. Although a lot 
of bands do get by living on the dole 
they just do things differently than 
us. ES(Keith);Do you prefer playing 
benefits? Pat;Yes, we know the money 
is going somewhere useful. John;It's 
a gig for us, we enjoy playing gigs. 
Jer;We've gained as much out of it; as 
anyone else. John;Yeah, so why sh¬ 
ould we want money for something we 
want to go Sc do? 

ES(Grd);So what's in the future for 

Atavistic? John;Well, we've got an 
album coming out but we’ve virtually 
no music, no lyrics, no articles, no

JeriI remember I used to think some 
bands were totally serious, sitting ar¬ 
ound all the time drinking coffee Sc 
discussing political issues all day.

Distribution 


'Perjury' is a self-managed, non¬ 
profit distribution. Distributing 
records, tapes, anarchist magazines 
& books, fanzines &’leaflets. 

The dist. started in Nov. '87 con¬ 
centrating mainly at the time on An¬ 
archist mgs Sc books. Since then we 
have expanded into music. Reason 
for combining music & politics was 
because at the time we noticed a 
great interest in the music but lack 
of political literature at the gigs 
within London. In London there are 
several Anarchist bookshops where we 
get most of our literature from. 

So with having a stall at gigs it 
will help to distribute the literat¬ 
ure even further. 

A main reason for the distribution 
is our belief in self-management. 

In this way we help to distribute 
self-produced records, tapes, etc. 
so people can avoid profit making 
record shops to the extent of multi¬ 
nationals such as EMI & Virgin. 

Also it works out cheaper being 
non-profit, especially in the case 
of import records. In some cases 
we are able to raise money for bene¬ 
fits^ through either donation of 
money or material to distribute. 

Most literature sold is benefit mat¬ 
erial for causes such as political 
groups & defence funds. As well as 
distributing at gigs we put out a 
mail-order list every so often. 


The people who do Perjury are really 
good people and friends of us, so 
send them stuff & you won't be ripp 
ed off'. This kind of distribution 
should be supported totally if you 
believe in, or share the same bel¬ 
iefs as Perjury & Endless Struggle.

WAY OF LIFE IN BERLIN

West Berlin- Since May 25, autonoms & 
anarchists have been inhabiting.Kubat 
Triangle, a no-mans land, & living a 
life of anarchy. Named after Norbert 
Kubat, the anarchist who committed su¬ 
icide while in confinement last year, 
Kubat is a small triangle approx. 9.8 
acres adjacent to the Wall on the 
west side, but belonging to East Ber¬ 
lin. On July 1, the land changes 
hands to W. Berlin which has plans to 
build a 6 -lane autobahn. As the land 
has been virtually left alone since 
the war, it is now a small paradise 
of trees & other wild, native plants. 

The original sense to the encamp¬ 
ment was to reclaim the land in pro¬ 
test of the planned construction of 
the autobahn. Yet that meaning has 
diffused into a playful, happy stay 
of anarchism which can be applied to 
all forms of oppression under the 
government of the state. 

It is estimated that 100 squatters, 
40 of them women, sleep in tents & 
self-made huts, some of towering hei¬ 
ghts, at Kubat. Additional inhabit- 
ors stay during the day only. Tradit¬ 
ional anarchist flags, pirate flags, 

& homemade creations fly proudly over 
the land. A pirate radio station, 
Sansibar, broadcasts direct from the 
triangle for a few hours daily. 

Because Kubat still technically bel¬ 
ongs to E. Berlin, it is a small isl¬ 
and out of the direct reach of the W. 
Berlin police. The E. Berlin police 
have little interest in getting invol¬ 
ved. A few officers keep a continuou- 
s peek over the wall from binoculars, 
but if they are watching anything, it 
is the W. Berlin police to make sure 
that they do not invade their.territ¬ 
ory. However, in spite of this the 
W. Berlin police do everything in 
their powers to provoke violence & to 
try to break the spirits of the squaV 
ters by using techniques of psycholog¬ 
ical torture to induce a form of Post 
Traumatic Stress Disorder. This is a 
common psychological disease of Viet¬ 
nam war veterans. Of course, the 
German authorities have had a lot of 
experience in the field of techniques 
of torture as is evident from Nazi 
Germany. At about 3 in the morning, 
just in the deepest part of the sleep 
of the squatters, the police have pla¬ 
yed loud German folks music & sprayed 
forceful streams of water from water 
tanks looking like military tanks 
onto the camp. This week there were 
3 days of hours of tear gas bombing & 


water squirting. 1 squatter was hos¬ 
pitalised after a cop threw a tear '5 
gas bomb that hit him on the head. 

The W. Berlin police are always on 
guard in numbers of about ?0 to 500 . 
They have besieged the triangle with 
a metal fence. The only reason sq¬ 
uatters are able to come & go as they 
please is because the Wall is in most 
places a few metres shy of the actual 
East-West border. This has created a 
thin corridor out of reach of the W. 
Berlin police where squatters may 
pass freely. The W. Berlin police 
however, have manipulated this hall- 
wayby building barriers to try to pre¬ 
vent people from easily getting to 
the free passageway. At the end of 



their barriers, large officers have 
stood & requested to search through 
handbags for contraband. The W. Ber¬ 
lin police have tried to scare the 
squatters & tourists vyith signs & 
leaflets claiming that there still 



nay be hidden Domes under the tri¬ 
angle from WW2• Few believe this 
story because they know that the 
land was cleared after the war & for 
many years left open for the pleasure 
of bike riders <fc walkers. These bomb 
stories have certainly not effected 
the squatters who have dug trenches 
all around their camp, fortifying it 
against invasions. There are many 
different types of people at Kubat. 

The one thing they have in common 
though, is the dirt on their hands & 
clothes. Some spend the day partying 
others relax in their tents with 
friends, enjoying conversation, self- 
rolled cigarettes, magazines, & books. 
Some are busy doing chores like wash¬ 
ing dishes & preparing meals in the 
Volxkuche, digging deeper trenches, 
shopping, panhandling, filling the 
community water barrel etc. There 
are always people on watch at both 
entrances, controlling who enters & 
making sure that no-one takes un¬ 
authorised pictures (the squatters 
have had the past experiences that 
individuals have abused their rights 
to photograph. No one is allowed to 
take pictures unless accompanied by 
a Kubat triangle squatter who makes 
sure that no unmasked people are pho¬ 
tographed without permission). Some 
squatters must leave during the days 
to work or attend school. And, last 
but not least, there is always some¬ 
one near with which to enter a sober¬ 
ing discussion on anarchy, autonism, 

& politics & philosophy in general.. 

Whilre the initial reason for their 
encampment may be hidden under their 
tents, 1 will find many educated, 
bright anarchists at Kubat triangle 
living anarchy. There is a unity 
there that will not, without resist¬ 
ance, be dissolved when the West Ber¬ 
lin police come to clear the place 
sometime in July, a bond to the Eartl 
to which the anarchists & autonoms 
cling &. as an action, attempt to pri 
tect. _ —--- 




































One of the more interesting things I 
did while in London was take part in 
a. squatters resistance in the Hackne 
ey district of Northern London. 

About 100 squats were to be evicted 
at Stamford-Hill Estate. Obviously 
this news is going to be a few month 
s old when it gets printed but I 
thought it would be pretty interest¬ 
ing. (For an excellent account of 
the overall situation for Hackney 
squatters read Black rlag 21-3-80.) 

Mon.. March 7. At around 4 am peop¬ 
le gathered in pre-determined flats, 
there were about 20-25 in the one I 
went to. Candles provided light & 
tea was made. At around 4.30 groups 
went out & began setting up barric¬ 
ades at the entrances. Large indust¬ 
rial rubbish bins would be moved to 
block an entrance, then we'd return 
to the flat. This procedure was re¬ 
peated a couple of times, with the 
other groups carrying out the same 
actions. At this point I would say 
there were about 200 or more people. 

By 500 the barricades were set, 
including 2 cars which were set a- 
blaze. Fires were also set in the 
rubbish bins. We then waited for 
the expected police 'surprise' raid. 
As daylight came the threat of pol¬ 
ice action lessened & some tension 
was eased. The media were allowed 
to enter the estate, although one 
reporter who was present when we 
first started erecting barricades 
was hassled all morning. Many of 
the squatters were concerned about 
bei.ng identified. 

The 'surprise' eviction obviously 
wasn't much of a surprise. About 
500 cops & bailliffs were supposedly 
on hand, but the estate was now a 
'No-go- area & would remain so for 3 
days in total. In my opinion, if 
the police had attempted to enter 
there would have been strong resist¬ 
ance, but that was only during that 
first morning. In the days that 
followed the number of resistors 
dwindled as time dragged on, & many 
who did not live on the estate left. 
It was realised in later meetings 
that everyone was prepared for the 
first morning, but no-one was pre¬ 


pared for the days that followed. 

And so, on Wednesday morning at 10am 
when the squatters were supposed to 
meet with Hackney council, police 
civic: tod l.ho nqu/itn. An police greali¬ 
ly outnumbered them, no resistance 
occurred. The estate was then made 
into a mini-police state to prevent 
re-squatting. The funniest thing I 
saw during this whole episode was 
when the owner of one of the torched 
cars showed up... he was very angry'. 
The car had apparently been stolen 
(from a rich neighborhood I hope’.) & 
the owner had insurance. 

Wednesday evening about 20 squatt¬ 
ers rushed into town hall & disturbe 
ed the council meeting. I can imag¬ 
ine they were pretty frustrated and 
angry'. Brynely Heaven, the councill¬ 
or most responsible for the evict¬ 
ions, recieved some deserved shots 
to the head & had his eyeglasses 
broken. Harrassment of Heaven was 
so much that he couldn't live at 
home'. Five people were arrested by 
police who were at the town hall 
expecting trouble. During the 3 day 
'siege' it was interesting to see 
the reaction of the actual tenants 
on the estate. Many supported the 
squatters, & some did not. The squa 
tters made every effort to accomodat 
date the tenants, a agate was secure 
ed to allow cars to go to work etc., 
garbage was cleaned up, rubbish bins 
put back in place. I recall one 
irate tenant saying the squatters 
destroyed the flats & lived like 
pigs. But of the squats I saw, & 
the one I stayed in for nearly two 
months, they were clean, well taken 
care of, & any problems in electric¬ 
ity or plumbing were repaired... af¬ 
ter all, these are their homes’. 

And after most evictions, the plumb¬ 
ing & electricity are destroyed by 
the police & bailiffs'. Because sq¬ 
uatting is somewhat legal, the counc¬ 
il must have people who intend to 
occupy a flat before they can evict. 
For Stamford-Hill they supposedly 
had families waiting in Bed & Break¬ 
fast hotels ready to live in the ev¬ 
icted flats. But many of the evict 
ed squatters were families. Because 
of high rent & high unemployment, 
squatting is the only alternative. 
There are well over 60,000 squats in 


• RIOT police move into the estate on Wednesday morning 


London alone. Walking down any st¬ 
reet in Hackney I could see at least 
2 empty flats in one block. The 
reason for the evictions seems ob¬ 
vious to me, economics. The gov't, 
will obviously make more money by 
forcing people to pay rent than all 
ow them to live outside of the econ¬ 
omic system. The gov't, wants payin 
ing tenants not squatters. 

As I was leaving London the squatt¬ 
ers were attempting to become even, 
more organised & planning more resis¬ 
tance for more expected mass evict¬ 
ions. Hopefully they will be more 
succesful & build even stronger res¬ 
istance to the gov't.s oppression. 

As European squatters have said, 
"The victory is not in the outcome 
of the resistance, but in the very 
resistance itself!" (or something 
like that). Gored.

The system that we ’live* in is a 
system built on war. From preparat¬ 
ion to actual conflictjprofit. Those 
that profit most are the Goveripents 
& Corporations. Both go hand in hand. 

Sometimes it seems hard to avoid 
the Corporations products, so deeply 
entrenched are they thdt everywhere 
one turns is an MNC product. 

This is the size of the multi-nat¬ 
ionals, Sc its disguise. The profits 
of many corporations are larger than 
some countries budgets. Multi-nation¬ 
als own entire sections of the consum¬ 
er market, dealing in everything from 
Nuclear weapons, to records, to soft 
drinks. They transcend most internat¬ 
ional boundaries. They own subsidiar- 
y companies, often competing products 
that are actually owned by 1 vast 
corporation. They can adapt to 
changing consumer demands, as seen in 
the switch to a growing vegetarian 
market. Capitalism is death... the 
instigator and/or supplier to various 
wars, and they rise to power with the 
consumer societies support. Take, 
away the money & you begin crumbling 
their power, as in boycotts. But 
boycotting must not be seen as the 
end, for switching to lesser known 
products obviously only means the 
build-up of new corporations. We be¬ 
lieve corporations are only the symp¬ 
toms of a capitalist power-based syst 
em, & that capitalism is an instru¬ 
ment of all government systems. It 
makes no difference if it is 'free' 
capitalism endorsed by the state or 
is direct state capitalism (as in the 
'.eastern Bloc countries), governments, 
the capitalist system, <$c corporations 
must be destroyed. 

'Profit before Peace' is the title 
of th.i.3 article, & that is the obvious 
intention of MNC's such as EMI, GE, 
Litton, etc, etc, etc... They care 
nothing for peace, freedom, or life, 
only profit. The system tried to 
teach us that v/ar is necessary for us 
all to be free, but it's only necessar 
ary for those who quest for profit and 
profit. As stated earlier, boycotting 
isonly one part of the solution, but 
it's a step that's proven to be effect¬ 
ive. The decision is up to us. 

This is the first part of a 3 part 
series Endless Struggle will be doing 
cn MNC's.

part we here in N. America have 
not really seen a lot of Animal 
Liberation work, altho there has 
been a lot of activity of the 
ALP groups. It seems like many 
people here are still undecided 
on the whole subject, as Indeed 
they are ’undecided' on a lot of 
things'. The main thrust of this 
booklet is placing the ALib. st¬ 
ruggle in perspective with the 
Class struggle. But rather than 
be condescending about it the au¬ 
thors recognise the validity of 
ALib.. And there is m. lot to be 
said about the ALF etc. (an ex¬ 
cellent book on it is "Against 
All Odds, Animal lib. 1972-1986" 

). Not only is the Direct Act¬ 
ion aspect of it a breath of 
fresh air to people sick of 'an¬ 
archist debates’, or reading so 
many books, but the very nature 
of the A.Lib. approach is indiv¬ 
iduals organising, taking action 
A not being led by some beaurac- 
ratic organisation, worried to 
death about public image etc. 

But the question posed by the 
authors is ’How much of a threat 
to the state/claas system is an¬ 
imal liberation'? The general 
attitude of this book is... not 
that great of a threat. 'The 
multi-nationals change to veget¬ 
arian TV dinners, vivesection 
labs stop... no real long-term 
damage to the system. And while 
this is true- I'd have to say 
that that really isn't tha point. 
While some A.Lib. literature has 
pointed to the belief that by 
ending our abuse St exploitation 
of animals we'll stop abuse A ex¬ 
ploitation of humins, I’ll agree 
partly but not totally. In my 
opinfcofl, animal liberation is an¬ 
imal liberation. The longer 
people sit back A accept the tor¬ 
ture of living beings so similar 
to ourselves, the longer people 
will still believe we can destr¬ 
oy the animals A the world- the 
further away any real peace is. 

Like all struggles for life, 
(and which isn't?), A.Lib. isn’t 
the struggle to end struggles, 
but rather another totally valid 
A equally as important part of 
the overall struggle. 

It would seem to me this is an¬ 
other case of one sect attempt¬ 
ing to place all struggles in 
the realm# of on#- tha olass st¬ 
ruggle. However this booklet
